Another speculative yellow hybrid but it should produce some very pleasing 
color tones. Great interest has been shown in this cross and the preceding 
one. Sales have been heavy. 


3844 C.LUEGEAE ALBA X C. AMABILIS ALBA 1" 10.00 
Season undetermined but expect a beautiful alba of fine form and substance 2-2\/," 15.00 
and exceedingly free. 


3846 C.LUEGEAE ALBA X LC. HASSALLII ALBA 17," 10.00 
Unflowered as yet but combination of these parents should produce large 2-21/2" 15.00 
flowers of good substance in abundance. White with extra rich dark lip. 


3847 C. PEETERSII X LC. PRINCESS MARGARET 117," 10.00 
Parents involved in this cross are superb. It should be a perfect blending. 2-2!/," 15.00 
Season is likely to be fall. We highly recommend this for cut flower purposes. 


3874 LC. INTEGRITY X C. PROSPECTOR : 2-21/," 15.00 
Untlowered but we feel this is one to bank on. Both parents are winter and : 20.00 
early spring bloomers and superb forms were used of each. 


3900 C.LUEGEAE ALBA X C. BRUSSELS ALBA 2-2/2" 15.00 
We expect this to develop into a very fine commercial orchid with white sepals 
and petals and colored lip and to be exceedingly free flowering. 


3919 C. EDITHIAE, WHITE EMPRESS X C. BEBE WHITE I" 10.00 
Unflowered but of great promise for a winter flowering white of size, form and 2-21/2" 15.00 
free flowering qualities. 


3921 C. ESTELLE ALBA, VERY FINE VAR. X C. BEBE WHITE 1" 10.00 
It is difficult to imagine a better combination of white parents. This cross, 2-21/," 15.00 
we think, has great probabilities. Should flower winter and early spring.

3928 C. GIGAS, F. M. BEYRODT X LC. BRITISH QUEEN ALBA 2-21/." 12.00 
Untlowered but should produce white with colored lip with great freedom of ig 17.50 
bloom. Season may be variable. 

3931 C. MARY CHILTON ALBA X C. VIVIAN ALBA 2-21/2" 15.00 
A large flower. Petals ivory to cream. Lip dark at the base with an orange : ag 20.00 
throat. Variable bloomer. 

3992 C, LUEGEAE ALBA X C. TRIANAE ALBA, VERY FINE 1" 10.00 
Here is an alba that should surpass the best Clotho. Parent plants are very 
fine particularly strong in texture. The season may be variable but should be 
predominantly winter and spring. 

3993 LC. BRITISH QUEEN ALBA X C. TRIANAE ALBA, VERY FINE 1," 10.00 
This should prove another good alba for winter and early spring of size and 
fine form. 

4007 C. MONTEBELLO X C. TITYUS, WESTONBIRT VAR. 1," 5.00 
The Montebello parent is a fine winter blooming Cattleya of excellent shape 2-21/," 7.50 
and substance with a large colored lip. The Westonbirt variety of Tityus is, 
of course, well-known and a combination of two such parents should produce 
a fine, well balanced Cattleya of good color. 

4051 B. DIGBYANA X C. SUZANNE HYE GRANDIFLORA 1" 10.00 
This cross should produce a primary Brassocattleya pure white except for a 
greenish yellow throat. C. Suzanne Hye Grandiflora is of unusual size and 
excellent form with tremendous lip, so our hybrid should be extremely worth- 
while. 

4055 LC. SCHROEDERAE ALBA X C. BRUSSELS ALBA 2-2/9" 15.00 
Untlowered but should produce an alba of great merit. We have confidence 
in this cross, both parents involved being unusually fine forms. Season likely 
to be fall and winter. 

4078 LC. PETER THE GREAT X C. ENID ALBA 1" 10.00 
Le. Peter the Great is probably the freest flowering alba in existence. As 
many as eleven flowers to the spray. The fine C. Enid alba used in this cross 
should add size and form. Season will doubtless be variable. 

4079. C. MINA ALBA X C. S. E. ENDICOTT 1/7," 10.00 
Here is a pure white cross of great possibilities for size, form and free flowering 
qualities. We recommend this highly. 

4085 C.ENID X LC. INTEGRITY 1," 12.50 


We are always inclined to wax enthusiastic when Lc. Integrity is used as a 
parent, but we will stay with our custom of understatement and just highly 
recommend this cross as being a good speculation.

S. J. Bracey pro- 
ducing flowers from green-yellow to deep bronze with red lips. 
4133 C. SERENITY X BLC. J. K. LILLY 1" 10.00 


A most interesting cross as both parents are superb in shape, substance and 
color. We consider both of these parents among our best hybrids and antici- 
pate progeny from them with great interest. 
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
